Botanical Research Center Visited 

On Sunday, October 7, a small group tra- 
veled by train and car to Palo Alto and 
spent a warm morning at the Botanical Re~ . 
search Center, staying as close as possi- 
ble to the tall, shady tree specimens, — 
Our two botanists, Leo Bowerman and John 
Thomas Howell, showed us the largest spe- 
cimen in cultivation of the rare Santa Lu- 
cia fir which, in its native state, grows 
only in a restricted area southeast of _ 
Carmel. The 60-foot high tree had several 
fuzzy looking cones near the top, This 
appearance was caused by the long bracts 
sticking out from the scales, unique 
among firs, giving the tree its name — 
bristle-cone fir. Fine specimens of cedar, 
both the lit, Atlas and the Deodar,.were 
Seen and at the Frost Amphitheater we samy 
many deciduous trees from the eastern 
States, some already showing autumn color, 
Among them were scarlet oak, red gum, sev- 
eral species of beech, and maple. ie 

After lunch we entered the Dudley Her- 
barium and, under the guidance of lrs. 
Roxana Ferris, we were shown all the 
facilities that keep the Herbarium func-_ 
tioning. The library is a large and fine 
one, containing many old-books published 
by Alexander von Humboldt in 1818 ana 
Gealing with the plants of Central anid 


South America, ive were told that over ten 


thousand plant specimens are acquired cach 
year but only five to seven thousand are _ 
classified and’ mourited. Specimens now total 
about 350,000, A hure collection of plants 
from the Mediterranean region still re- 
mains untouched, re :

NYLON NOTES i. 
A discussion on the subject of nylon 
ropes at a recent Rock Climbing Com- | 
mittee meeting brought to light sever- 
al points which may be of interest to 


club members in general. Mylon ropes, : 
though possessed of enormous strength 
in some. respects, are highly suscep-_ 
tible to damage by cutting, not only 
with knives, scissors, shears, and 
hatchets but also by falling rocks, A. 
fist-sized rock, falling only a short — 
distance, can have the same effect on 
a nylon rope that a hot knife has on 
butter. Sierra Clubbers using these 
ropes are therefore cautioned to be 
extremely careful nat to-roll rocks 
while climbing. This is particularly 
good advice since climbers themselves 
show a certain susceptibility to danage 
from. falling rocks. ata
